Meeting  opened  with  a  prayer  by  Vice  President  Richard  Post. 

MMS  to  accept  minutes  of  November  Council  meeting.   So  voted. 

President  Osborn,  on  behalf  of  the  Executive  Officers  and  himself,  wished  the 
Vice  Presidents  a  Happy  Holiday  Season. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


President  Osborn  congratulated  Vice  Presidents  Mills  and  Beauregard  on  their 
re-election. 

President  Osborn  outlined  his  activities  over  the  past  month,  as  follows: 

He  attended  a  seminar  in  Lee,  Mass.  on  technology  and  industrial  policy.   Discussion 

followed  on  this. 

The  President  attended  the  Phelps-Dodge  rally  --  Vice  Pres.  Irvin  thanked 
Pres.  Osborn  and  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  for  their  participation  in  this  rally. 

Pres.  Osborn  attended  the  Cushing  awards  and  expressed  pride  over  Vice  Pres. 
Faherty  and  Atty.  Manning  receiving  the  awards. 


Pres.  Osborn  attended  the  Golden  Donkey  Awards  sponsored  by  Rendon  Associates. 

The  President  advised  that  Ed  McCann,  because  of  health  reasons,  plans  to 
wind  down  his  career  as  of  January  1st. 

Pres.  Osborn  expressed  concern  over  the  fact  that  the  Right  to  Know  law  is 
not  being  enforced  because  no  inspectors  have  been  hired  --  he  is  checking 
this  out  with  Sec.  of  Labor  Eustace.   The  President  advised  that  he  would  be 
against  the  State  hiring  the  inspectors  from  the  present  ranks  of  inspectors 
from  other  departments. 

The  U.E.  Athol  situation  was  discussed. 

Pres.  Osborn  asked  for  a  volunteer  from  the  Council  to  represent  Labor  on  the 
Mass.  Consumers  Coalition. 

Pres.  Osborn  discussed  the  achievements  over  the  past  year  and  the  goals  for 
1985;  he  thanked  the  Council  members  for  their  hard  work  in  1984. 

MMS  to  send  out  an  affiliate  mailing  asking  the  locals  to  send  a  telegram  to 
Rep.  Keverian  requesting  that  he  retain  Tim  Bassett  in  his  present  position. 
So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  advised  that  Jim  Shaw,  a  representative  from  Frontlash,  would 
give  a  report  after  his  own  report. 

The  A.  Philip  Randolph  situation  discussed. 

MMS  to  accept  the  President's  Report.   So  voted. 

Jim  Shaw  addressed  the  Council  and  explained  the  goals  of  Frontlash. 

MMS  to  endorse  the  concept  of  Mass.  AFL/CIO  Frontlash.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  send  a  letter  to  all  affiliates  asking  for  donations  to  Frontlash.   So  voted. 


SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Two  months'  financial  report  noted. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  noted  that  the  October  showed  heavy  on  disbursements. 
This  was  due  to  our  making  a  large  payoff  to  the  Park  Plaza  for  the  Convention 
and  also  paying  off  the  Picnic  expenses. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  he  had  been  requested  by  the  Building  Trades 
to  withdraw  our  monies  from  the  University  Bank  since  it  was  now  owned  by 
a  non-union  contractor.   This  will  be  done. 

On  the  November  financial  report,  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  noted  that  there  is  an 
error  on  Line  22,  and  it  should  read  $821.08. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  he  attended  the  United  Way  final  report  meeting. 
Goal  was  met  and  Labor  got  credit  for  60%  of  that  goal. 

The  Sec.  Treas.  attended  the  Northeast  Council  meeting  in  Albany;  also 
attended  a  formal  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  Labor  Museum  planned  for 
Lawrence,  Mass. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  he  testified  before  the  New  York  legislature 
on  plant  closing  --  they  are  considering  our  plan. 

Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  attended  the  opening  of  the  Carpenters 
Apprenticeship  Training  Center  in  Millbury,  Mass.  with  Pres.  Osborn. 

The  Sec.  Treas.  stated  that  he  is  still  conducting  a  search  for  a  new  building 
and  will  report  further  as  soon  as  he  something  definite. 

The  trip  to  Germany  which  was  discussed  at  the  November  meeting,  has  been 
postponed  until  March. 


Questions  on  the  financial  report.  -  The  increase  of  $1400  in  Blue  Cross 
was  questioned,  and  Sec.-Treas.  Carpenter  advised  that  he  will  check  into  this 
and  answer  it  at  the  next  meeting.   The  rates  have  increased  but  he  will 
get  a  complete  answer  on  this. 

V.P.  Post  asked  Sec.  Treas.  Carpenter  the  status  of  the  United  Way  liason. 
Mr.  Carpenter  will  continue  his  meetings  with  the  Central  Labor  Councils  and 
report  back  on  this. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Secretary-Treasurer's  report.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  went  over  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meetings  and 
noted  the  motion  about  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  Administrative  Assistant  to 
the  President  to  replace  the  part-time  one.  Much  discussion  followed  on  this. 
Vice  Pres.  Devlin  recommended  that  the  decision  on  this  and  also  on  raises  for 
the  staff  be  postponed  until  the  January  meeting  to  give  the  Council  members 
an  opportunity  to  review  the  budget.  V.P.  Devlin  amended  the  motion  --  it  was 
defeated. 

MMS  to  authorize  the  hiring  of  a  full-time  Administrative  to  the  President. 
So  voted. 

MMS  to  authorize  8%  increase  for  staff  along  with  the  wage  adjustments  as 
discussed  for  Ilene  Hanlon  and  Rich  Rogers.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

V.P.  Devlin  questioned  the  situation  with  the  Local  1228  video  operators. 
Pres.  Osborn  explained  this  has  not  yet  been  settled  but  he  is  hopeful  for 
a  settlement  in  the  near  future. 


MMS  to  accept  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Officers  meetings.   So  voted. 

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Director  Foley  reviewed  the  current  bills  we  are  concerned  with: 

1)  Elevator  Inspectors  bill  -  went  through  Senate  and  will  go  to  the  House 
next  week. 

2)  Job  site  voter  registration  bill  -  Should  be  passed  into  law  next  week. 

3)  Mechanics  Lien  -  signed  by  the  Governor  yesterday,  became  Chapter  355 
of  General  Laws. 

Director  Foley  went  over  the  84  accomplishments  -  Balance  Billing,  Plant  Closing 

bill  --  said  that  more  work  will  be  done  on  the  Workers  Comp.  bill  in  1985. 

Diiector  Foley  discussed  the  reserve  funds  in  the  unemployment  budget  and 
plans  are  underway  to  see  that  some  of  this  money  goes  toward  administering 
the  plant  closing  laws.   Discussion  followed  on  this. 


Discussion  followed  on  these  funds,  how  they  are  tied  in  to  Massbank,e  tc. 

V.P.  Mills  asked  Dir.  Foley  whether  there  was  a  possibility  of  a  late  file 
resolution  on  the  voluntary  layoff  opt.   Much  discussion  followed  on  this. 

Vice  Pres.  Devlin  advised  how  important  it  is  that  a  bill  allowing  public 
funds  to  be  used  for  private  schools  be  defeated.   Asked  Pres.  Osborn  to 
have  reps  come  to  the  January  meeting  to  explain  this  issue  and  how  we  can 
defeat  it.   Pres.  Osborn  agreed. 
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Discussion  took  place  on  Workers  Comp.  and  Pres.  Osborn  asked  for 
additional  people  to  serve  on  the  Workers  Comp.  Committee. 

Bob  Haynes,  Pres.  of  Ironworkers  Local  7  was  introduced  and  he  gave  a  report 
on  the  grassroots  program  and  the  goals  of  the  program.   He  urged  greater 
participation  in  the  program. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Legislative  Report.   So  voted. 

EDUCATION  REPORT: 

Pres.  Osborn  noted  an  increase  in  scholarships  and  said  a  mailing  would  go 
out  urging  further  participation  by  the  locals. 

Pres.  Osborn  briefly  discussed  the  upcoming  Gompers-Murray-Meany  Seminar. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Education  Reprot.   So  voted.

Dear  Mr.  Osborn, 

On  behalf  of  the  Executive  Board  and  members  of  SEIU  Local  1475, 
I  want  to  thank  you  fro  all  your  help  in  bringing  about  the  recent 
settlement,  or  at  least  truce,  in  our  dispute  with  Suburban/Helping 
Hands  Company  of  Brookline. 

On  Friday  of  last  week,  Suburban  president  Martin  Roper  hurried 
downtown  to  the  Labor  Board  to  sign  an  agreement  settling  the  unfair 
labor  practice  charges  pending  against  his  company!  The  terms  in- 
clude: recognition  and  renewed  bargaining,  notice  mailed  to  all  em- 
ployees and  payment  (out  of  the  company's  own  pocket)  of  the  union 
dues  that  would  have  been  collected  over  the  past  five  months  since 
he  foolishly  tore  up  the  union  contract  over  our  affiliation  with 
Service  Employees . 

It's  often  difficult  to  figure  out  exactly  why  or  how  we  win 
or  lose,  especially  so  in  this  case  where  the  employer's  mind  is  so 
hard  to  fathom  anyway.  But  we  do  know  that  your  personal  involve- 
ment and  the  weight  of  the  state  federation  caused  the  Dukakis  Admin- 
istration to  take  our  cause  and  our  demand  seriously,  probably  for 
the  first  time  in  a  campaign  that  took  all  Fall.  We  were  especially 
impressed  with  a  couple  things:  you  asked  all  the  simple,  right  questions, 
got  the  picture  and  moved  very  quickly  to  get  the  Executive  Committee 
lined  up,  and  in  the  meeting  with  the  Governor  very  politely  but  firmly 
gave  him  a  sense  of  the  importance  and  urgency  of  the  issue. 

While  the  settlement  gets  us  back  to  the  table  again  and  should 
certainly  be  seen  as  a  real  victory,  we  know  we  still  have  a  fight  on 
our  hands  to  win  the  next  battle  —  for  a  decent  contract.  With  the 
continued  help  and  support  of  state  federation,  however,  we  are  con- 
fident we  can  bring  it  to  a  successful  conclusion. 

Again,  thanks  to  you  for  all  you  did  and  please  relay  our  appre- 
ciation to  George  Carpenter,  Tom  Evers  and  the  whole  Executive  Council.
